.ful  in  our  history,  I  send  to  every  household  of  my  peoples, 
both  at  home  ahd  overseas,  this  message,  spoken  with  the 
same  depth  of  feeling  for  each  one  of  you  as  if  I  wtrt  Sblt 
to. cross  your  threshold  and  speak  to  you  myself. 

For  the  second  time  in  the  lives  of  most  of  us,  we  are 
at  war. 

Over  and  over  again,  we  have  tried  to  find  a  peaceful  way 
out^of  the  diiferenc£s  between  ourselves  and  those  who  are 
now  our  MtmiM^j^^ut  it  hat  b««n  in  vsin. 

We  have  been  forced  into  a  conflict  for  we  are  called, 
with  oiu:  allies,  to  meet  the  challenge  of  .1  principlf  which, 
If  it  wsre  to  prevail,  would  bs  fatlU  t0|  any  dvlUittd  order 
in  the  world. 

It  is  a  principle  ivhich  permits  a  state  in  the  selfish  pur- 
suit of  power  to  disregard  its  treaties  and  its  solemn 
pledges,  which  Unctions  the  use  of  force  or  threat  of  force 
against  the  sovereignty  and  independerice  of  other  states. 

Such  a  principle,  stripped  of  all  disguise,  is  surely  the 
mere  primitive  doctrine  that  ihifht  it -right.
